The Wakil-i-H ladies. of the 30th es lala to 
bring to notice, through the means of the Government. 
reporter on the vernacular. press (which report the writer 
acknowledges,to be a great boon to the public), the following 
grievance :—“ In the. Panjab will be found.some four.or five’ 
courts of small: causes, where from fifty to eighty cases are 
daily disposed of, and for the many cases that.come-on the 
files there is but one hakim who passes, judgment on thoem,: 
yet. it does not.occupy: a whole day to go through. them ; for. 
the judge, we conclude, goes, into court at certain appointed: 
hours, and if he is tied down by the time for the courts: 
sittings, they are*probably. from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. Now: 
what :amount of work can be done in .six hours by. one man ? 
Gall the results. by any name you please ; ; butif only fifty cases; 
Come up.in ono day, there will be perhaps:a hundred men 
demanding justice, .and .this. would. inyolye taking down the 
evidence of some 400.‘or 500 persons‘daily. Now, allowing | 
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that this single -hakim. has:the taking down «of. this evidence, 
how - is-it. possible for him to. get through itduring: the courts’ 
hours. for sitting? “It is but. right that Government should 
look ‘to the interest of its. dependents, and an order should be 
passed at once for an increase of:two or three. hakims to each 
court, in order that justice. may be dealt out. If this-request 
is not acceded to, it might be as well to allow an appeal to the 
deputy commissioner from all such decisions in the courts 
of small causes, but certainly one thing or the other ought 
to be done. We do not know whether Government will lend 
an ear to our call for a reform in this matter. If it does not, 
we shall be compelled to direct attention again to the subject, 
in the hope of at last meeting with success.” . 


The. Akhbar-t-Anjuman-i-Panjab of the 1st January, 1875, 
notices editorially the new arrangements about to be made 
in the settlement department of the Panjab. The writer 
considers that doubtless this piece of news will fill the hearts 
of many persons with expectation in regard to when the ful- 
filment of this long-looked for event will take place. With 
the view of making this known, the writer says he has allud- 
ed to the subject. “The question is before the financial 
department, and the delay in this department is well ‘known 
to all; but whatever resolution it is decided to adopt, it will 
be transmitted to the Secretary of State for India for his 
final orders ; and it will relieve the minds of the people much 
to know that the Secretary of State for India has already 
given a very satisfactory reply to the statement which was 
sent to him on the point; and there is no doubt that he will 
adhere to his first decision.” The writer then adds that he 
cannot discover exactly when the report will:-be forwarded to 
the Secretary of. State, or when the reply will be given, but. 
that it is pretty certain that the new arrangements will not:be 
made so’ soon as was at first expected. - However, let those 
who. had been promised promotion-in the -department

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_- Phe Rohilkhand ‘Akhbar of the 2nd January: writes, ion. the 
authority of a correspondent, - that. the Joink cnmgtaticske ‘has 
established a novelty in the “ bazar chauk” in‘ the shape ‘of 
about fifty shops, with wooden ‘stands in them,:a tax of one 
anna on each stand being levied. The writer says that this is

The Atalik-i-Hind of the 4th January says, that the new 
judge of Benares has turned out all the shops from the com- 
pound (enclosure) .of the court-house, and the consequence is 
that great inconvenience has been caused to people who have 
cases in court, as they were in the habit of buying their food, 
sweetmeats, &c., from the shop-keepers. The writer expresses 


great hope that the judge will rescind this order for the sake 
of the public. 


The Vidya Vilas of the 28th December publishes the letter 
of a correspondent to the effect, that in the village of “chak - 
sadhu,”’ zilla Gurdaspur, a woman having married a man 
named Rahim Bakhsh, to whom the people of the place owéd 
a grudge, some two or three of them set upon , the woman and 
strangled her, burning the body the next morning. The 
assistant commissioner and inspector of police were soon onl 
the spot, investigated the case, and some of the parties con- 


cerned have been arrested. The writer hopes they will be 
dealt with according to their deserts. 


The Muir Gazette of the 4th J anuary notices the exect- 
tion, by hanging, of a soldier of the 108th regiment -in 
Rajputana, the crime for which he suffered being murder. 
The writer says that ‘‘ many. inhabitants: of the place: went to 
see the execution, and that it created great surprise in the 
minds of the people, as they looked upon it as something quite 
new for Europeans to suffer. the same penalties .as natives,

The editor expresses 
regret that such an order should have been passed; as, he 
says, “it will be depriving many persons of rights to which 
they are justly entitled, and it is well known that the people 
of other parts of the country are excellent men who can bear 
comparison withthe best. A list has already been placed 
before the Maharaja with the object of making some contem- 
plated reductions, and we await the orders passed. on it with 
considerable anxiety.” ee 


‘The Lauh-i-Mahfuz of the 25th December, under . the 
heading ‘‘ Alwar,” states that’ when Jaswant Singh, the 
young son of the late maharaja, laid claim to the rights of 
succession, he was: severely beaten by the opposite party, 
Mahtab Singh and Mangal Singh; the result being that the 
mother of Jaswant Singh withheld all further claim, in order. 
to.escape future molestation. The editor. recommends that 
the agent of the governor-general should place the boy 
under charge of some responsible person, or the results may: 
be serious. He goes on to-say,— We cannot help thinking 
that the thakur has been most tyrannical in his conduct 
towards the boy and his mother; and that if, on enquiry into 
the case, the thakur is proved to have been so, a suitable 
punishment should be inflicted. The Government ought in 
the meantime to afford protection to the boy and his mother.

COMMERCIAL, 
( Railway.) 


The Panjabi Akdbar of the 2nd January, 1875, publishes 
a letter complaining of the northern state railway, and asks 
redress for his grievance from Government. The writer says 
that “‘ the railway has now been running five months between 
Wazirabad and Lahore; that the line is not a separate one 
_ but is a continuation of the old line, with but little alteration ;_ 
and there is a road measuring from one-half to two yards, 
upon which many persons walk, and on which there is much 
traffic, the animal portion of which dread the sight beforé them 
as well as the shrill shriek of the whistle. Now, with so many 
people walking along a road so ‘narrow, it is extremely incon- 
venient and dangerous to the public in general ; and it is for 
the Government to pay some little regard to this state of 
things, and to cause a separate road to be constructed for 


travellers ; or to widen the present road 80 as to facilitate the 
traffic.” | 


EDUCATIONAL. 


A correspondent of the Wakil-i-Hindustan of the 30th 
December writes, that 6 it is doubtless a matter of congratu- 
lation and gratitude to Government: that the doors of learn- | 
ing have been opened out_to us by. the. establishment of 
schools in different parts of the country.; and our real. object 
in remarking this is to show how Hindustanis. have become 
worthy and qualified men, and-still no-good or -high appoint

ments-are given to.them. in the: educational: department. 
Wherever we turn our eyes, we can only see Europeans occu- 
pying these posts of distinction, and why is it_so. _Is it pre- 
judice ? When we peruse the. English papers we invariably 
find that editors write disparagingly of our qualifications for 
holding such appointments. Now I would ask what very 
great superiority in this respect is there to be found in the 
English, that they are always being put into appointments of 
directorships and. inspectorships, while our worthy brethren 
fail even to obtain the appointment of head-master.” The 
writer then proceeds to enumerate several Hindustani scholars 
of distinction whom he considers quite worthy of holding such 
appointments—viz., Ram Chandra, director of schools, Patiala, | 
Khan Bahadur, &c., &.; and declares that he ‘could in 
addition fill a .whole daftar with the names of such men 
among the Hindustanis.”” He then proceeds to give one or 
two instances of the want of knowledge of the vernacular in 
European officers which have come under his notice, as. 
orders from the lips of Kuropean gentlemen who fill such 
appointments, In one instance, an “ officer of the educa- 
tional department, who had passed in the first grade of 
urdu,” addressed his syce as follows :—‘‘ Well, syce hamara 
patlun kunji kothian ;’’ and on the syce stating his ability to 
understand the meaning of what his master told him, he was 
called a badmash. It is added that a third party came up at 
this point and explained that the gentleman wanted the syce 


to go to his master’s house, and bring his keys from the 
pocket of his pantaloons. | 


The other instance is concerning an assistant commis- 
sioner at Jhung, who when dismissing his court remarked ag 
o..46 , 
follows :—“ Kutcherry kharab, sarishtadar muakuf.” 


The writer concludes by enquiring whether this is as it 
should be, and says that putting head-masterships and ins- 
pectorships aside, the Hindustanis of the Panjab. would do 
the work of directors in such a perfect way as to make the 
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English look on with envy. Final ly, the writer rem} inds. the. 
Government of Her Majesty’s proclamation which held: out: 
hopes to. all, both English’ anid. natives, in the niatter of 
obtaining appointments : according to their merits,and asks’ 
if this was only proclaimed to gladden their héarts, &e.5 &e. 
He also points out that Jallandhur is likely to be made a 
circle, to which an mspector is to be appointed, and asks thé. 
Government to give it to some panjabi duly qualified, “ in 
order that our brethren may’ be encouraged by it to improve 
themselves, &c., &c.” The editor expresses his oath of all 
that his correspondents have advanced. 
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
